Voices of loons. CU of half sun. 


Faint fragments of indistinguishable music, a bit martial, which continues 
under narration. Reverse zoom eventually showing lake small in overall 
forest scene. 


Freeze that shot during following 


Narrator 

More than 800 of them have lost an arm, a leg, fingers or toes. More than 
100 are blind. Dozens need tubes and machines to keep them alive. 
Hundreds are disfigured by burns, and thousands have brain injuries and 
damaged minds. These are America’s war wounded, a toll that has received 
less attention than the 3,500 troops killed in Iraq. Depending on how you 
count them, they number between 35,000 and 53,000. 


Cut to two senators smiling as nurse affixes American Flag decal to soldier’s 
machine. 


Slow zoom into soldier’s face. He is obviously dead. 
Montage of his peaceful face and initial lake scene. 


Sound under of chaos of a riot, etc. Which fades as the martial music 
comes up big. It is ONWARD CHRISTIAN SOLDIERS. 


Go to black. Cut all sound until:
